Cuts the Throats of 
His

Rev. John Klnnuncn, minister of the 
Finish Evangelical Lutheran church 
at Copper Falls, Kcweenaw county, 
murdered his wife and two children 
rind committed suicide last 
night. 


Klnnuncn was 40 years old.

One son, a deaf mute, was 


recently sent to the state school for 
the deaf at Flint, Mich., and was 
l.lllcd on his arrival there oy a pass- 
Ing train. 


Klnnunen brooded over his son's 
death and last night became violent- 
ly Insane. ' He first cut hia wife's 
throat with a butcher knife and then 
murdered his two younger sons with 
the sumo .weapon. 


Tho oldest boy, aged 13, escaped, 


screaming with fear, and when the 
neighbors reached the house all four 
were found with throats cut 
and 


dead. 


After killing his wife*and two sons 


Kinunon had fired the house and cut 
his own throat. - The flames were

EXPLOSION WRECKS 


BIG STEEL MILL 


Shook the Earth for Miles Around in

He said thnt the only claim should he 
military merit. At twenty-five he wns 
colonel of a regiment noted for Its drill 
'and In one of the campaigns In Finn- 
'ders commanded the rear guard. Ills 
conduct nt he time led to the prtfdlc- 
tlon tlmt he would become n lender of

i In the Flanders campaign Colonel 
fVVellesley got n glimpse of the evils of 
a royal figurehead In control of an ar- 
my, of an ..ullc council muddling nf- 
{fairs nt home nnd the crop of blunders 
•due to Incompetence generally.

iwas marvelous how any of us escap- 
ed." lie snld. In the days when lie was 
•learning to be a soldier and n.general 
|the flrr«t thing In his thought wns the 
•performance of duty to his country and 
the next to maintain the reputation of 
an 
English gentleman. 
Urlbery he 


noted and declared that the offer of It 
•was nn Insult to an English gentleman. 
I While general over a district In Ill- 
Vila \Vellesley laid down some maxims 
•which he observed afterward In n lar- 
ger field. Food was everything. Said 
lie. "If I had bullocks, I had men, nnd 
:lf I had men I knew I- could beat the 
•enemy." lie also declared. "Time Is 
everything." and "In all great actions 
ithere Is risk." Once be made n suc- 
cessful attack without orders, nnd this 
,wns not approved nt headquarters, be- 
cause It would establish an "Incon- 
Ivcnleut precedent." .Shortly after he 
.-was superseded, but he offered to serve 
as n lieutenant to the .new leader. In 
Ids first battle lie commanded the right 
fwlng, nnd. being confronted with CO.- 
000 Mahratta troops, with but l.'.OO Eu- 
ropeans nnd (1.500 natives he attacked 
and, nfter two bayonet charges, drove- 
jthe enemy from the field. This was his 
first Independent battle, and In after 
years he said It had been won chlcily 
by the escrclse of common sense. He 
must either attack or lie destroyed. 
He attacked nnd won what he describ- 
ed ns "the bloodiest battle, for the 
numbers. 1 ever saw." 


At the close of tho Mnbrntt.a war 


iWellesley returned to England, but 
.-was scarcely noticed. The government 
bad decided to take up the quarrel of 
Spain nnd Portugal against Napoleon, 
and the cabinet selected Lieutenant 
General Wellosley for tlie command. 
But the military clique ruling at army 
liendqimrter Interfered. There lie wns 
looked upon ns an upstart and after be

Viscount Wellington of Talavera. Na- 
poleon poured troops across the Pyre 
.. 
nees and marshaled them In hundreds 


•' 
of thousands tinder Soult and Massena. 
The armies maneuvered for two years 
without lighting great battles, but In 
1812 Wellington recaptured 
Cludnd 


Kodrlgo and IJndaJoz after two terrible 
assaults. In the tlrst. after bis guns 
had made two breaches lu the walls, lu> 
mid. "Tho place must be stormed this 


evening." It was stormed and carried 
by marvelous feat a-of arms. Badajoz 
was taken by a night assault. Wlthlu 
tho space of 100 square yards 700 Urlt- 
Ish were killed and 0,000 wounded. 


Tho prize fought for was Madrid. 


Soult. Marmont and Joseph Houapnrte 
were In the Hold. Maneuvering to pre- 
vent Marmont and Joseph from unit- 
ing, Wellington met Marmout at Sala- 
manca. In midsummer, and In n short, 
sharp action In which Marmont was 
outgeneraled "beat 40,000 Trench In 
forty minutes." 
Madrid fell, but the 


French Joined forces, anil Wellington 
was compelled to retroat to Portugal. 
Hut in 1SK! Wellington returned to 
Spain by water, surprised the French 
and won battle after battle. On the 
collapse of Napoleon in the winter of 
ISM he returned to England u con- 
queror and was created duke. 


The genius of Wellington In the pe- 


ninsular war was second only to that 
of Napoleon himself. He worked "like 
a galley slave," as he declared. In all 
England the cause was considered lost. 
The government said: "We are power- 
less. I!e prudent nnd run no risks." He 
declared that he worked with a sword 
hanging over him. lie looked nfter the 
troops, the supplies, the organization. 
He Insisted that the line otllcers look 
aftur the food of the men, their .march- 
es and their camps. The enlisted men 
he characterized as the scum of the 
earth, but under good otllcern could be 
depended upon to get the army out of a 
scrape. In later years he said: "The 
militia Is the, constitutional force. The 
battle of Waterloo, that battle of gi- 
ants, was fought with militiamen, a 
very different thing If I hail had my old 
army." He declared that the curse of 
the army was drink, and he punished 
with u high hand all plundering nnd 
escoss. 
Wellington's eye wns everywhere, 


upon all departments nnd all ranks nt 
oil times. 
In winter he kept the In- 


fantry and cavalry marching for prac- 
tice. 
In the presence of the enemy 


he ordered that one-third of each regi- 
ment be kept nccoutcrcd In the lines 
nnd the whole army on the alert. "If 
I am absent from nn operation, some- 
thing goes wrong," he said. Once In 
Spain he traveled L'OO miles In live days 
on horseback, riding the last fifty be- 
tweeti breakfast and dinner. Yet wltfi 
all his cares anil occupations Welling- 
ton wns gay In camp. He rode to the 
bounds, danced and gave dinners. He 
went about with only one or two at- 
tendants, nnd callers nt his tent often 
found htm alone. 


Wellington would not have been the 


Wellington of history without Water- 
loo, but yet he wns a great soldier be- 
fore the downfall of the Corslcnn un- 
der his banners. "When people ask 
nie to describe Waterloo." snld the duke 
soon after the battle. "1 tell them It 
was Imrd pounding on both sides, nnd 
we pounded, the hardest. There wast 
no maneuvering. 
Bonaparte kept tip 


his attacks, and *I was glad to let It 
bo decided by tho troops." In another 
mood he once .said to a lady of fashion 
who asked the usual question. "We 
pummeled them, and they pummeled 
us, and I suppose we pummeled tins 
hardest, so we gained the day." At 
another time he said, "Waterloo was 
•won In the playing uclds of Eton." 
This was another compliment to tlie 
prowess of his green troops. 
» 


There were mistakes on both sides nt 


Waterloo. Hut the mistake that might 
have mined the cause of the allies nnd 
the fame of Wellington wns corrected 
In time to nave the day. That was the 
matter of La Haye Salute, the tactical 
key to the battlefield. La Hnyc Salnto 
should have been strengthened by 
breastworks and held by n strong force. 
The failure to do this 1ms been laid up- 
on Wellington's staff, but he took It up- 
on himself. For once he broke the rule 
of looking nfter everything In person. 


Suddenly the French dashed for Ln 


Hnye Salnte and captured It. Welling- 
ton was not there, but nn nld took the 
startling news to him. With his usual 
readiness nnd with marvelous coolness, 
considering what hung upon the Issue, 
he said: "I shall order tip the Hrtins- 
wlckers nnd other troops. Go, you. and 
get all the Oermnn troops you can to 
the spot and all the guns yon can find." 
Lending up the Urtmswlckers In per- 
son, lie spanned the gap lu the line nnd 
held It until It wns covered with nrtll 
lery. and the.dny was saved. 


At n later stage, when Napoleon sent 


In Ney with the Imperial guard. Wel- 
lington stood back on the Interior slope 
with his last reserves. Mnltlnnd's royal 
guards. At the supreme moment, when 
Key's soldiers appeared on the crest In 
front, the duke cried to Mnltland's 
inoti. "Up, guards, and make ready!" 
When the French began to waver tin- 
der the terrible lire. Wellington order- 
ed a charge, and Napoleon was lost. 


In battle Wellington bore n clmrmot 


life. At Salamanca the French dashed 
for two British guns Just ns Welling 
ton was passing. He wns caught Ii 
the mclce and had to fight his way out 
sword In baud. While reconnolterlng 
at tlie front In Spain. Soult's rent 
guard saw him and tried to cut him off 
but he galloped away unscathed under 
n heavy lire. In one action n rbuni 
shot cut the boughs of n tret- over bis 
head, two bullets passed through hi 
clothes, and one, striking In the groin 
knocked him from his horse. 
In tli 


action at Quatre Has before Wnterlot 
he wns nearly ridden down by FrencI 
chasseurs, but he 'got away by riding 
over some highbinders who were lln 
Ing n ditch behind him. At Wnterlo 
bis staff and general officers fell nil 
around him, but he escaped without a 
ncrntcli. 
When the French cavalry 


were attacking the squares and the tlrt> 
was very hot. Sir Colin Campbell warn- 
ed Wellington that be was lu danger 
and had better move. "I will when I 
see those fellows on*." was the cool re- 
ply. Later the danger increased, and 
h»> was again warned to move. "Nev- 
er mind." said he. "Let them tire, 
away. The battle's won. and uiy life 
la of >ui consequence now."

Rapidly In Maine.— How A Great 


\ 
Industry Started. 


~*Tlie~ Christmas tree Industry"* has 
got an early start In Maine tills year 
says a Uangor correspondent. 
Al- 


ready carloads and even vessel loads 
ore going forward to the- largo cities, 
and good money Is coming uaclc to 
fatten tho pocUet books and gladden 
the hearts ot the farmers who own 
fir growths, providing the farmers' 
buns and daughters with a merrier 
Christinas than they otherwise would 
.have. 


Only a few years ago the flr tree 


ivas looked upon as rather a nuisance 
Jn this state, because It grew rank, 
{is burdocks, 
crowding out better 


growths, and was of no earthly use, 
fcavo as It might bo consldercu 
an 


ornament to the landscape. 
Now 


the fir, no longer despised. Is the 
source of considerable 
Income 
to 


hundreds of Maine's rural people, and 
to tho transportation companies 
as 


• •well, for the graceful proportions and 


balsamic odor havo become known to 
the dwellers In cities, and It Is re- 
garded as the Ideal tree whereon ' to 
light he candles and display the gifts 
of holiday time. 


Tho beginning of the popularity of 


' the flr was In 1802, when a party or 


Uinnters who had been In. a steam 
.yacht to Newfoundland to shoot car- 
.Ibou, called at Sargentvllle, on Pen 
•oliBcot bay, for the purpose of visit 
ing some abandoned copper mines In 
land. 
Tho owner of tho steam yacht 


v;as struck with a practical Idea. He 
decided that these (Irs would make 
Ideal Christmas trees—much better 
•.than the scrubby, anil unsymmctrlcal 
rinos and spruces then In use, and 
uso he hired 
men and horses and 


•caused to bo cut about G\J\I ot the firs, 
-which he carried on the deck of his 
3-acht.to Boston, where they were of- 
fered for sale. 


The demand for the firs exceeded 


tho yachtsman's greatest expectations 
lor the whole lot was snapped up In 
short order and tho people clamored 
for more.* So profitable was his first 
venture that In tho following Christ 
mas season fully fiO.OOO firs were sent 
from the shores of Penobscot bay to 
Boston, where they were all sold 
Good prices, and In tho next year the 
trade was extended 
to New York, 


. T.-hero also the firs were eagerly tak- 


en. 
In 1S9G, the shipments of 
llr 


trees from Maine to the largo cities 


^liad Increased to about 750.000, 
and 


last year fully a million and a half 
•were sold. 


In some sections, where tho flr Is 


especially prolific,, tho cutting and pre- 
paring for market of Christmas trees 
Is made tho occasion of festive gath- 
erings, corresponding to the husking 
in the fall, whole families going Into 
the woods and taking their dinners 
•along. 
A man cuts the trees close 


to tho roots, and a boy or a strong 
xirl clips away with a hatchet • the 
lew dead limbs from the base.. Worn- 
en and boys tie the trees Into bundles 
of a dozen each, binding them 
with 


ttrong cords and then the harvest Is 
riled Into hay 'racks and carried to 
the nearest! railway station. 
Tho 


smaller children gather the 
trailing 


creepers of theg round pine. 
pluck 


bunches of glossy wlntergrcen and 
.gather the red fruit of tho wild rats- 
Jn shrub, all of which are packed In 
boxes and sent away to tho cities 
for tho making of wreaths and gar- 
lands for the decoration of church 
^ind home. 


The. evergreen harvest Is usually 


purchased by men who make a busi- 
ness In winter of supplying the holi- 
day green markets of the largo cities, 
although many farmers send tholr 
crops to market on their own account. 
For trees from flvo to six feet tall 
buyers In Malno pay five cents each, 
and for trees from six to ten feet 
tall, thep rice Is from ten cents 
to 


fifteen cents, according to symmetry. 
The flvo cent tree sells In tho city 
market for .twenty-tiro cents, while 
the fifteen cent tree often sells for 
$1 or more.

In 
which we guarantee that tralllc on the 
I'anama railroad shall lie kept open while 
the treaty exlnts. The way across the 
iHthmus Is the way of the world, and this 
country Is charged with the duty of keep- 
Ing it open. As far ns the inlmMtantx of 
that country through which this railroad 
pusses a.'e coneorneil If they want to en- 
KSge in their national pastime Uncle Sam 
hn» nothing to say, provided, however, 
they do not interfere with tralllc. 


Lieutenant Connnamlrr McCrea. whose 


prompt action at Colon recently prevent- 
ed the homhanlnicnt of the town and no 
doubt saved many lives and much prop- 
erty, has licen in the navy since 1S(HJ, 
when he wan appointed to Annapolis 
from Indiana. His actions at various 
stages of the trouble have met with the 
approval of the state and navy depart- 
ment*, lie Is regarded ns one of tlie 
oldest otllceni In the navy. 


The revolutionary reconl In South 


America is held liy Colombia, hut both 
Venezuela nnd Kenador are a close sec- 
ond. The history of these countries shows 
that they Imve never lacked for excite- 
ment of this kind. The present republics 
of Venezuela. Colombia and Kvundor are 
the old New Keuador. the federal govern- 
ment comprised of the captaincies gener- 
al of Caracas, Bogota and Quito. The 
greater Colombia, an the old republic is 
sometimes referred to, lasted ten years, 
until Itulivar's death, and was then split 
up into the three existing governments. 
What might follow from the reunion of 


llEUTESAXT.COMJtASUEn 
the three members would doubtless be a 
repetition of the earlier history of the 
country. 


Six years after the •establishment of 


the former state party discussions threat- 
ened the internal pence of Colombia, and 
Bolivar was called home from Peru. No 
sooner had lie arrived than he was com- 
pelled to sei/e the dictatorship In order to 
"obtain completed Independence" and 
free government. It Is said that after 
this Ilollvar planned tlie establishment of 
a still greater republic composed of the 
large Colombia. Peru. Molivar, La Plata 
(now Argentina) and Chile. 


Autonomy was demanded for Venezue- 


la by Eben Paez. nnd the fight went on 
between the Unitarians on the one side 
and the separatists on the other. Puez 
had the support of Santander. vice presi- 
dent. nnd rebellion followed. This brought 
Bolivar back from Peru, where he was 
working for liberty as a dictator.- He had 
his hands full of trouble— South Ameri- 
can trouble. While lie was endeavoring 
to regain the popularity which he had 
lost In Colombia Peru rebelled against 
him. the result of the uprising being the 
independence of Peru and Bolivia. Tlie 
Colombian conspirators against Bolivar 
attacked his palace in ISliS-nnd under- 
took to assassinate him, hut this was too 
much for the people, to whom Hollvar 
was a legendary hero, and they finally 
cmne to his support. .Santunder was ex- 
iled. Tim insurrection kept up with much 
liveliness, however, especially In Caracas. 
the headquarters of the movement for 
the separation of Venezuela, and the sep- 
aratists finally triumphed In IS!!0. Three 
new republics were formed— New Gren- 
ada 
(now Colombia). 
Venezuela 
nnd 


Kcundor. 


Jlonowcd revolutions followed. Insur- 


rection broke out In Colombia In t&Jl. 
but under the able presidency of Santan- 
der It was kept down by assassination 
until the expiration of his term in ISIli. 
lie named Ovando as his successor, but 
Dr. Maniuez was elected, and again civil 
•war broke out. which lasted until 18-11. 
After this there was a long Interval of 
small quarrels nnd some civic progress, 
but civil war broke out again In 1S.VJ. In 
the meantime. 18."i(! and 1857. the provin- 
ces <if Antloquln and Panama had seced- 
ed. Tlie revolution lasted until 1SIK.'. 


In ,1SGT> another rebellion broke out. 


This, ns were nearly all the insurrections, 
it ought to be stated, was due to jealousies 
on the part of the several states of the 
federal government. The greater repub- 
lic having been broken Into three repul*- 
lies, the small state was threatened with 
Btlll further dissection. It was 1S»!S be- 
fore this rebellion was settled by the ex- 
ile of Morquera and the election of On- 
tirrez to tlie presidency. 


In 1ST;; a revolution again broke out in 


Panama, and United States troops were 
landed to protect the railroad. In 1SSO 
there was an 'insurrection in Cauca and n 
short lived rising In Antloquia. In 1SS-I 
there were some disturbances, and In 
1SST> civil war broke out. About two 
years ago a revolution arose, and the 
president of the republic was thrown Into 
prison, and the war is still raging, for a 
third time necessitating the appearance 
of United States troops to protect the 
railroad.

Benjnmln Sargent 
Hoxlo passed 


from this life at his home In Evans- 
villc, Wisconsin, December Bth, 1801. 
He was born at Ornsvllle, Maine, Au- 
pust 6th, 1827; ho came to CooUsvllle, 
Wisconsin In 18-lfi and resided there 
until 1882, when ho removed to Ev- 
ansvllle. 
Mr. Hcxlo was of Quaker onceBtry 


and inherited the sterling qualities 
that 
mn.de him a strong, positive 


character. 
Those who were privileged mem- 


bers of the homo circle knew best 
the kind heart, the active mind, that 
planned and wrought .so unscllishly 
lor others. 
AH with whom he came 


In contact felt the quality that too 
few In this world possess, the power 
to touch lives' to finer, butter Issues, 
and there arc those In our midst to- 
day who reverentially say: "I owe 
all that 1 have made of myself to Mr. 
.Hoxle." 
He was charitable to the 


hist degree; ho looked for pood 
In 


people nnd waf, adverse to admit that 
| he found aught else. 
His Influence In moulding the char- 


'nctor of the communities In which he 
lived was strong; ho wrought for the 
young and for tho old. 


Through his efforts legislation was 


recnred for Arbor Day In Wisconsin 
and for the better presrvatlon 
or 


our forests. 
He has been president 


of the Wisconsin State Forestry As. 
soclatlon 
since Its 
organization, 


From one of his addresses I quote 
the following: "And so trees, forest 
nnd woodland always claim my earn- 
est thought, and the wanton waste 
and destruction of the forest growth 
without proper regard for the perpet- 
uity of some portion of It Is worthy 
the consideration of tho philanthrop- 
ist and statesman." 


Mr. Hoxle was by profession 
an 


architect and builder; ho believed that 
everyone should have an avocation 
as well as a vocation, nnd for many 
years his avocation was - horticulture 
end floriculture; he'delighted to grow 
IhiltH and flowers anil It was one of 
his greatest pleasures to share them 
with his friends. 


He became a member of the Wis- 


consin State Horticultural society at 
an early period of Its history and 
nearly always sustained official rela- 
tions to It, serving ns 
Its secretary 


for six years. 


To him life was always full of pos 


Fihllltles. and he was ever ready to 
avail himself of Us opportunities. ,A1' 
though ho had lived longer than the 
nlottcd "three score and ten" he nev 
t-r grew old, tho active mind sound 
cd no weal; note to tell of declining 
j r-ars.
